To pay a dividend and bonug on 
ordinary shares of $1. 30. absorbing 
$12,870; to pay $69.80 on founders 
shares absorbing $6,930; to- carry 
forward to new account $4,481; 
which I hope’will meet with your 
approval, 

Considering the very poor state 
of all trade during the year under 


review, especially of shipping, thet 


result of tho year's working may, 
I think,’ be considered as generally 
satisfactory, 

Tho accounts ¢all for little com- 
ment, but’ I might mention the 
amount written off as bad debts of 
$2,145.37. This debt was incurred 
through the: death of one of our 
oldest clients whose estate has been 
found to be, gteatly involved. We 
are, following up ‘this. matter “in 
conjunction’ with other local 
creditors and there-is ‘a chance of 
recovering a portion but following 
our conservative tustom we ‘have 
considered it -ndvisoble to allow for 
the loss in.full.
